Hams Activate as Wildfires Ravage Southern 
California, San Diego Area 


As fires raged through parts of the San Diego area 
and other areas in Southern California, ham radio 
operators did their part to ensure the safety of 
residents either affected or threatened by the fires. 
ARES groups in San Diego were activated on 
Monday, October 22 and continued to assist their 
served agencies until early Wednesday morning. 
Sixty hams were called to service by the County of 
San Diego's Emergency Medical Service. 


According to ARRL San Diego Section Emergency 
Coordinator James J. Cammarano II, KG6R, hams 
assisted at the San Diego Medical Operations 
Center, six trauma centers and 16 community 
hospitals. Hams served as a resource, Cammarano 
said, "to be used in case primary circuits to hospital 
communications were lost due to either overload or 
power interruptions." In addition to these 60 
amateurs, another dozen or so hams were 
activated by the Red Cross.
